Supervision order 
for disgraced ex-MP

FORMER Labour MP 
Margaret Moran has been 
given a two-year supervi¬ 
sion and treatment order 
for fiddling expenses of 
more than £53,000 from 
the taxpayer. 

Moran, 57, who represent¬ 
ed Luton South for 13 years, 
claimed nearly her entire 
annual allowance in one 
bogus expense entry and 
forged invoices for more 
than £20,000 for non-exist¬ 
ent goods and services. 

She was sentenced on 
Friday at Southwark Crown 
Court to a two year supervi¬ 
sion and treatment order, to 
be supervised by 


Southampton City Council. 

The disgraced former 
MP’s claims were the larg¬ 
est amount uncovered in 
the wake of the MPs’ 
expenses scandal, but she 
does not receive a criminal 
conviction after a judge 
ruled she was unfit to stand 
trial for mental health rea¬ 
sons. 

Mrs Moran was not pre¬ 
sent at Southwark to hear 
Mr Justice Saunders make 
the ruling. 

He said: “There will inevi¬ 
tably be feelings among 
some that Mrs Moran has 
‘got away with it’. 

“What the court has done 
and has to do is to act in 
accordance with the law of 
the land and on the basis of 


the evidence that it hears.” 

The judge said two distin¬ 
guished psychiatrists 
instructed by the defence 
had concluded she was 
unfit to plead, and a psy¬ 
chiatrist instructed by the 
prosecution broadly 
agreed. 

A jury decided that she did 
the acts alleged against her, 
and the defence played lit¬ 
tle if any part in the hear¬ 
ing. 

Dr Simon Kelly, from the 
Priory Hospital in 
Southampton, said that he 
last saw Moran on Tuesday. 

He said: “She remains 
very distressed, very agitat¬ 
ed, she is severely ill. 

“She is unable really to 
process information that is 


presented to her. 

“What she seeks today is 
to recover from her illness 
and continue to engage in 
treatment. 

“She’s living a restricted 
lifestyle, she’s not answered 
the telephone at home for 
approximately three years, 
she goes out very occasion¬ 
ally, to a local supermarket 
for 30 minutes. 

“She recently acquired a 
terrier cross dog, two years 
ago, and tends to walk him 
as well.” 

She said a newspaper arti¬ 
cle on November 25 was 
‘deeply distressing to her’. 

It was reported then that 
she had been spotted at a 
pub. 

The judge said the order 


would be under the super¬ 
vision of a mental health 
social worker employed by 
Southampton City Council, 
and Mrs Moran would be 
treated by Dr Kelly, with a 
view to the improvement of 
her medical condition. 

Mr Justice Saunders also 
said that his rulings were 
limited to criminal pro¬ 
ceedings. 

He said: “They do not 
affect any steps that may be 
taken through the civil 
courts to recover any 
money that Mrs Moran has 
received to which she was 
not entitled.” 

A representative from the 
Crown Prosecution Service 
said the matter was under 
consideration. 


LoS says... 

THE Judge may have said there will 
inevitably be feelings that former MP 
Moran has ‘got away with it’... but 
what about our money? 

It is not in his power to force her to 
pay back the £53,000 she fiddled 
from taxpayers - a process must be 
undertaken through the civil courts. 

So Luton on Sunday calls for every¬ 
thing possible to be done to ensure 
that every single penny that is unde¬ 
servedly in her possession is 
returned to the public purse. 

We are suffering a double-dip 
recession and Luton Borough Council 
is one of many to have fallen victim 
to the dearth of money around these 
days, forcing it into making mass 
redundancies. 

Yet while Luton Council is totally 
cash-strapped, Moran has £53,000 
which rightfully belongs to taxpayers. 

Her mental state should not affect 
her ability to give the money back to 
the taxpayers - nor the state’s right 
to claw it back from her. 

Luton South has long suffered from 
this sorry episode, yet we are still no 
closer to regaining the money. 

When the news came out about her 
£22,500 worth of dry rot claims, we 
could not force her to resign as an 
MP and she was not compelled to do 
so. 

Now we want our money back - can 
we at least get that?

An arrest a day 
keeps the drug 
dealers away with 
police operation

TWENTY-five arrests have been made in 
the last three weeks as part of an anti¬ 
drugs operation - at an arrest rate of just 
over one per day. 

Since November 20, Bedfordshire 
Police have been arresting groups of 
people following a long-running police 
investigation in Luton. 

The last of the current set of arrests 
were completed on Wednesday and con¬ 
cluded with three men being arrested 
and crack cocaine being discovered at a 
house in Reginald Street. 

Police say all the groups ‘are suspected 
of being organised crime groups, some of 
them very prolific, and have been oper¬ 
ating on the streets of Luton recently’. 

Although the same group of officers 
have been responsible for collecting the 
intelligence and arrests, the groups were 
operating largely independently of each 
other. 

Drugs including cannabis, heroin and 


crack cocaine have been found during 
the arrest phase so far, along with large 
amounts of cash. 

Twelve people are facing charges, 
mostly on remand in custody, for con¬ 
spiracy with intent to supply class A 
drugs, or being concerned in the supply 
of class A drugs. 

The remainder are on conditional 
police bail, pending further enquiries. 

Det Insp Simon Lansbury said: “We 
have been operating with information 
from a number of sources, and some of it 
has come directly from members of the 
public. People are concerned about this 
type of behaviour in their area, and con¬ 
tact us directly or indirectly with infor¬ 
mation. 

“Sometimes it takes a while to gather 
all the evidence we need and people may 
not realise their information has helped 
us make a particular set of arrests; but 
every small piece of intelligence we get 
helps to build up a picture about a par¬ 
ticular set of drug dealers and then we 
can take action.”

A 28-YEAR-OLD Belgian was 
jailed for eight years for car¬ 
rying out a stabbing. 

Suleman Babar, of 
Rikensart, in Brussels, had 
been arrested after 
Bedfordshire Police had 
applied for an extradition 
order and charged him with 
the attempted murder of a 
28-year-old Luton man. 

Luton Crown Court heard 
how Babar and another man 
had travelled to Luton from 
their home in Belgium to 
confront the victim outside 
his home in Brooms Road, 


Luton, on December 27, 2010, 
over a relationship with a 
woman from their family. 

The victim suffered serious 
stab wounds to his abdomen 
and neck. 

Both men were caught on 
camera on their journey back 
to Belgium the same day and 
this evidence was pivotal to 
the extradition order being 
granted. 

Babar pleaded guilty to 
Section 18 GBH. 

A second man charged was 
released after no evidence 
was put before the court.

COUNCIL workers have taken more 
than 6,000 days worth of leave due to 
sickness during the course of the last 12 
months. 

An agenda item for tomorrow’s 
Administration Committee meeting at 
Luton Borough Council shows that a 
total of 6,588 sick days were taken by 800 
employees in the period of June 2011- 
June 2012. 

According to the report, the highest 
number of average days taken was by 45 
workers suffering from mental health 
conditions and 168 workers suffering 
from musculoskeletal conditions who 
took an average of around 21 and 15 sick 
days respectively. 

Musculoskeletal conditions affect the 
muscles, tendons, ligaments and bones. 

Other conditions that affected staff 
included neurological, respiratory and 
gastro-intenstinal issues. 

In the document, the council said it 
would be implementing an Employee 
Wellness Plan that would be ‘a key initi¬ 
ative’ in tackling the authority’s ‘higher 
than national public sector average’ of 
sickness absence. 

As part of the programme it will also be 
making an investment of £10,000 to sup¬ 
port staff with acute musculoskeletal 
conditions as well as piloting a sixth 
months early intervention physiothera¬ 
py project. 

The council has said no calculation 
has been made on how much money it 
has lost as a result of employees taking 
sick days but it said that it wanted to 


make savings by reducing absenteeism. 

Last year a health and wellbeing strat¬ 
egy was developed by the authority but 
this became redundant after several 
changes at the Town Hall caused it 
become ‘not fit for purpose’. 

A council spokesman said: “While 
there has not been an analysis on how 
much money we are losing as a result of 
absence days, studies show that mone¬ 
tary savings can be made if we bring 
sickness levels down. 

“On arrival the chief executive Trevor 


Holden recognised there was a priority 
to drive down the level of sickness rates 
in the authority and this has resulted in 
a new sickness absence policy, clearer 
guidance to managers and improved 
support to staff. 

“This has resulted in a reduction in 
sickness absence since his arrival. 

“The average annual sick days lost per 
full-time employee as at October 2012 
for the council in total was 9.89 days. 

“This represents a significant down¬ 
ward trend.” 


Resident jumps to safety from fire 


A MAN jumped to safety from a burning 
house thanks to quick-thinking paramed¬ 
ics. 

The three ambulance staff used mat¬ 
tresses to provide a safe landing during a 
fire at a two storey house on Bramingham 
Road, Luton, at 3am on Tuesday. 

The crew, from East of England 
Ambulance Service (EEAST), had been 
transporting a patient to Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital when they spotted the 


blaze and, after calling for assistance, 
discovered that someone was trapped 
upstairs. 

They removed the occupants of the 
house next door and took them to a safe 
place before getting two bed mattresses 
from a house across the road. 

With the help of neighbours they then 
placed the mattresses on the ground 
beneath an open window and the trapped 
man was able to jump to safety without 


hurting himself. 

EEAST spokesman Gary Sanderson said: 
“The quick thinking of the ambulance 
crew and their colleague from the rapid 
response car have no doubt saved this 
man’s life. 

“They were able to successfully evacu¬ 
ate neighbouring houses and save the 
man from the burning building.” 

An investigation has been launched by 
Bedfordshire Fire and Rescue Service.

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Criticism over PCC 
deputy selection

CRITICISM: Cllr Franks questioned selection ‘fairness’ 


THE appointment of 
Bedfordshire’s Deputy 
Police and Crime 
Commissioner has 
been called into ques¬ 
tion by a councillor. 

Liberal Democrat 
leader Councillor David 
Franks has accused 
Police Crime 

Commissioner (PCC) 
Oily Martins of ‘aban¬ 
doning all principles’ 
and favouring Labour 
Party members in his 
appointment of Labour 
Councillor Tafheen 
Sharif as his deputy. 

The selection was 
announced following 
Mr Martins’ election on 
November 17 as the 
county’s first ever PCC. 

Cllr Franks sent the 
Commissioner an email 
this week asking if the 
posts had been adver¬ 
tised and for an expla¬ 
nation of the ‘fair 
recruitment process 
which was followed in 
making the appoint¬ 
ments’. 

In his reply, 
Commissioner Martins 
said the ‘appointments 
proposed in 







Bedfordshire have been 
conducted in accord¬ 
ance with legislation, 
and that the confirma¬ 
tory Police and Crime 
Panel hearing required 
for the Deputy Police 
and Crime 

Commissioner post will 
be held on December 
17’. 

Cllr Franks said: “The 
real question to be 
answered here is not 
whether the appoint¬ 


ments were made in 
accordance with the 
regulations but whether 
the Labour Party actu¬ 
ally believes in fair 
selection and recruit¬ 
ment as a principle to 
be followed for all 
recruitment. 

“From his answer it 
seems the new Labour 
Police and Crime 
Commissioner believes 
the established meth¬ 
ods of fair selection and 


recruitment should 
only be followed when 
the law makes it neces¬ 
sary. 

“It demonstrates very 
plainly the long stand¬ 
ing practice of the local 
Labour Party of aban¬ 
doning all principles 
when a more under¬ 
hand way of operating 
suits their purpose or 
when they want to 
favour other members 
of the Labour Party.” 

Commissioner 
Martins said: “I believe 
in following the proce¬ 
dure. 

“The requirement for 
the Deputy PCC role is 
different on this issue 
because of the need for 
a trusting relationship 
between myself and the 
person advising me. 

“It is a political 
appointment. If 
Councillor Franks has 
an issue with this 
maybe he should look at 
how his party leader 
appoints his advisors. 

“There are many 
Liberal Democrat poli¬ 
ticians appointing a lot 
more advisors than I 
am so Councillor 
Franks might want to 
take up that issue with 
his party.” 


CID boss is now police chief 


A FORMER chief investigator 
has risen through the ranks to 
become Acting Chief Constable. 

Debbie Simpson, who used to 
be Head of CID at Bedfordshire 
Police, is currently temporarily 
in charge of Dorset Police. 

Ms Simpson was appointed to 
the role of Deputy Chief 
Constable with Dorset Police in 
October 2011, transferring from 
Devon and Cornwall 
Constabulary. 


Her key areas of responsibility 
include Force Strategy, Strategic 
Performance and Productivity, 
Policy, Public Confidence and 
Strategic Diversity, as well as 
Professional Standards and 
Contact Management. 

Ms Simpson joined 
Bedfordshire Police in 1984 serv¬ 
ing in uniform, CID and on 
secondment outside the force 
area. 

She rose through the ranks to 


become Head of CID in 
Bedfordshire where she also led 
and coordinated the work of the 
force’s hostage negotiators. 

During her career, she has led a 
number of murder investiga¬ 
tions. 

She also helped manage the UK 
police response for international 
aid following the 2004 Boxing 
Day Tsunami and commanded 
Bedfordshire’s response to vari¬ 
ous international investigations.

A COUNCIL has said it is ‘work¬ 
ing on a solution’ to increase 
drainage capacity on a road that 
experiences continuous flood¬ 
ing. 

Central Bedfordshire Council 
has said it is ‘aware’ of a problem 
that causes Long Lane, in 
Toddington, to suffer flooding 
all year round.

Police operation sees 
70 arrests in 6 weeks

MORE than 70 arrests have been 
made by police during the first 
month and a half after Operation 
Peak. 

Since the initiative hit the 
streets of Luton last month to 
proactively target known offend¬ 
ers, ANPR Intercept officers have 
arrested more than 70 people for 
a range of offences including bur¬ 
glary, going equipped to burgle, 
money laundering, assault and 
numerous drug related offences. 

The team has also recovered 
seven stolen vehicles with a com¬ 
bined value of over £120,000, 


seized 59 vehicles which were 
either not insured or the driver 
did not have a licence - this 
included a £60,000 Audi A7 - and 
taken hold of four vehicles that 
were used during crimes. 

One of the busiest days for the 
team came on Tuesday when 
seven people were arrested for 
going equipped to and conspira¬ 
cy to commit burglary. The previ¬ 
ous week, four people were sus¬ 
pected of committing an aggra¬ 
vated burglary in Cutenhoe Road, 
Luton. 

The offenders fled the location 
in a silver hatchback car but this 
was stopped by the ANPR 
Intercept Team in Dallow Road. 


All four occupants were arrested 
on suspicion of burglary, assault 
and possession of Class A drugs 
with intent to supply. 

Sergeant Chris Leah said: “The 
statistics really do emphasise the 
important role that the ANPR 
Intercept Team plays in opera¬ 
tions such as Peak. It has been an 
extremely busy month and a half 
for everyone but by targeting 
criminals through their use of the 
roads we have been able to make 
some significant arrests.” 

Policing teams will also be dis¬ 
tributing prevention advice in 
areas identified a burglary hot¬ 
spots as well as executing a num¬ 
ber of search warrants.

I HAVE spent a lot of time 
travelling up to Staffordshire 
and Derbyshire over the last 
four years. Which means a

than £60. I think the fines for 
some of the offences by these 
lorry drivers should have been 
greater. I am happy to say that 
many lorry drivers, perhaps 
most lorry drivers, are still 
knights of the road. But there are 
too many who are not and on 
motorways that makes them a 
danger and not just to them¬ 
selves. 

Those who regularly drive on 
the motorways of this country 
will be only too aware of the 
number of accidents, many of 
them causing severe injury and 
death. So perhaps the owners 
should get more involved, both 
in training and ensuring lorry 
drivers do not have DVDs in their 
cab or mobiles unless there is 
hands-free equipment. It will 
ease my blood presure and, more 
importantly, will save lives. 

THERE are issues and groups 
in society that always seem to 
get up certain political parties’ 
noses. Ignoring such obvious 
ones as income tax and Europe, 
the Conservatives never seem to 
like teachers.

More for less from 
Beds police force

THE figures look good. 
Bedfordshire Police has shot up 
the rankings in most areas of 
crime. 

It is now in the top 20 of 
performing forces (out of a 
possible total of 43 in England 
and Wales). 

Since taking over less then two 
years ago, Chief Constable Alf 
Hitchcock has brought in 
innovations from the private 
and the public sector. 

All this has been done within 
the current regime of 20 per 
cent cuts all forces have had to 
struggle with. 

Mr Hitchcock is now suggest¬ 
ing the government should take 
policing out of further cuts, 

He said: “I’m concerned that it 
would not be worth the extra 
savings because that extra 
would cause real damage to 
policing. 

“We’ve done well in 
Bedfordshire - but we’ve come 
as close as we can to being as 
lean as we can - without real 
damage.” 

The chief is suggesting the 
government should take 
policing out of further spending 
cuts. 



He added: “I’m concerned that 
it would not be worth the extra 
savings because that extra 
would cause real damage to 
policing. 

“We’ve done well in 
Bedfordshire - but we’ve come 
as close as we can to being as 
lean as we can - without real 


damage.” Many innovations 
have been begged and 
borrowed (never stolen). 

These include a new intelli¬ 
gence gathering process from 
Dorset Police, a model for 
assessing threat, harm and risk 
to decide on deployment and 
resourcing from Warwickshire 
Police, workforce modernisation 
from Surrey Police, integrated 
offender management from 
Hertfordshire police*, the Tesco 
continuous improvement model 
and from Toyota - three times a 
day ‘Pulse meetings’ to check 
they have the right resources in 
the right place 
concentrating on the right 
crimes throughout the day. 

The county police force have 
also developed and designed 
their own intelligence/incident 
recording system called 
INSPIRE. 

Everyone has access to it and 
from it comes BATS - briefing 
and tasking system - which tells 
each and every officer what they 
have to do, where the hotspots 
are and who to target. 

It is a just-in-time-style of 
policing that means more 
officers can be targeted to 
where they are needed and 
fewer buildings and cars are 
required around the county.

In the last full year of perfor¬ 
mance statistics - April 2011 to 
March 2012 - overall crime in 
Bedfordshire went down by 6.5 
per cent.

“Around 85 per cent of our 
spending is on people. There is 
no doubt that efficiently 
deployed coppers on the ground 
do get better results.”

need to be stored at home, is one 
way we can help prevent them 
from crime. 

“No one wants to be the victim 
of crime and hopefully the advice 
that our officers and partners 
can offer on the day can reduce 
the risk of being a victim.” 

Cllr Brian Spurr said: “This is a 
great project and we believe it is 
important for us to get out there 
amongst our residents. 

“Our Community Safety team 
will be part of it all by working 
alongside partners and other 
teams within the council to offer 


support to residents who really 
need it. They’ll be giving out 
information on where to get sup¬ 
port if they or someone they 
know is involved in domestic or 
sexual abuse, and support 
options for substance misuse. 

“Of course, if a resident speaks 
to a member of staff and asks for 
help, we’ll look into how they can 
best be supported. 

“The Community Safety 
Partnership has also funded 
some light timers to help prevent 
crime in the area, which can be 
used with a lamp, radio or TV to 
give the impression that some¬ 
one’s home.” 

Bedfordshire’s new Police and 
Crime Commissioner, Oily 
Martins, said that the initiative is 
an innovative way of helping 
communities to protect their 
property and stay safe this 
Christmas. 

“We know that Operation 
Vision has always proved highly 
popular with local residents, so 
I’m pleased to see such a timely 
event, coming as it does just 
before Christmas when oppor¬ 
tunistic criminals can ruin peo¬ 
ples’ festivities.

If you're the sort who cares about the environment but 
doesn't feel the need to shout it from the rooftops, the 
Skoda Fabia GreenLine is going to appeal. 

It relies on sensible engineering and advanced 
technology to realise meaningful economy and 
emissions benefits, it's not showy and it's keenly 
priced. That combination of attractions alone would 
be enough to seal it for most, but the Fabia has a lot 
of other assets to call upon too. 

This is the second generation Fabia GreenLine. The 
first had 1.4-litre diesel power but this model is based 
around the more advanced 1.2 TDI common-rail 
injection engine. It's a three-cylinder unit with 75bhp at 
its disposal that promises acceptable performance but 
nothing overly dramatic. 

Supplementing the engine's environmental credentials 
are a range of features designed to improve economy 
and emissions. First up is a gear change indicator 
which recommends the best gear for the driver to 
engage in any given scenario. There's also a stop-start 
system that cuts the engine when the car is stationary 
to save fuel. This is engaged when the car is in neutral 
and the clutch is raised, the engine restarting 
automatically when the clutch is depressed again. 

An energy recuperation system is constantly at work in 
the background, recapturing kinetic energy that would 
have been lost when the GreenLine is braking or 
coasting and using it to recharge the battery. 


Finally, the Green Line is fitted with low rolling 
resistance tyres which help reduce the amount of work 
the engine has to do in getting the car moving. 


In the final assessment, the GreenLine's 89g/km 
emissions figure and 83mpg combined fuel economy 
is going to be the clincher for many. It's cheap to buy, 
cheap to run and anything but cheap in the way the 
concept is executed. Responsible motoring needn't 
rely on wacky solutions. Skoda, as ever, falls back on 
solid pragmatism to get the job done.

LUTON president Phil Wilson says 
the referee awarded cards “like 
they were going out of fashion” in 
his side’s 39-13 London 1 North 
defeat at third-place Letchworth. 

Luton came into the game sitting 
three places behind their oppo¬ 
nents and looking to restore the 
consistency that saw them win four 
matches on the trot in mid-season.
